POTATOES AT $1.25 ° 
ONTARIO, QUEBEC 


The Food Controller Recommends | 
Maximum Price to be Effec- 
tive October 1st 


Ottawa, Sept. 27.—-Hon. W. J. Han- 
na, Canadian food controller, hae re- 
ceived a report from the chairman of 
the frult and vegetable committee re- 
commending that »otatoes in Ontario 
and Quebec for the production of these 
two provinces be sold at no higher 
than $1.25 a bag after October 1. 

“There must be no hoarding of po- 
tatoes this year,” declared Mr. Hanna 
“We must hear no more of specula- 
tors hoarding carloads of potatoes on 
railway sidings to freeze so as to re- 
duce the supply of food in the coun- 
try and enhance the market value of 
Such an ac-} 
tion should be made a criminal of- 
fence,” 

Mr. Hanna went on to say that the 
Canadian potato crop would prob- 
ably be 20,000,000 bushels greater 
than last year and that there would 
probably be a surplus of about 10,-
